Unfortun- 
ately Roosevelt’s disarming smile, his 
common-sense arguments, his dism- 
terested, unselfigh approach to eacao 
and every problem, are overshadowed 
‘by the monster of selfish greed. It is 
a competitive, anarchistic age, Sur- 
vival of the fittest. The nation which 
outsmants the rest will be top dog — 
will be in @ position to call the tune 
while others pay the piper. The com- 
petitive habit has grown on us like 
barnacles on the keel of a wind-jam; 
mer. Our approach to every confer- 
ence, be it at Ottawa, Washington or 
London is all out of kilter with the 
need of the hour. 

Delegates—intelligent men for the 
most part—are commpelled to think |’ 
in nationalistic terms, Since the de- 
pression all countries have been de- 
liberately isolating themselves, builu- 
ing tariff walls, sloganing to “Buy

Historic: Trek of 
Reindeer to Canada 


EDMONTON, Canada.—The his- 
toric trek of a herd of 3,000 reindeer 
across the -Arctic wastes from 
Alaska to the Mackenzie river doita 
in the Northwest Territories of Can- 
ada has reached its final stages, ‘The 
animals are spending the summer 
pasturing east of Herschel Island, 
only 100 miles from their destination 
They will rest at this pasturage un- 
til December, when they will be able 
to cross the frozen delta to their, 
permanent home of 15,000 square 
miles set apart by Canada as a re- 
serve where, it is hoped, they will 
increase and multiply to solve the 
food problem of the native Eskimos. 

The herd was purchased ‘a 1929, 
the Government. of Canada agreeing 
to pay a United States company 360 
for each animal delivered to the Mac- 
kenzie delta. Eskimo and Lapp herd- 
erg undertook the task of delivering 
3,00) animals, Great hardships were 

\ encountered in more than three years’ 
battle with blizzards ,ice, wolves, In 
one great storm 500 reindeer straye.l, 
and it was six months before they 
were rounded up. 

Of the original herd of 3,000 ani- 
mals, 1,000 have perished along the 
way. Three hundred fawns born. en 
route ‘bring the number to 2,300, and 
no doubt the total will have increased 
further iby next December, The hard- 
ships are now over, — 

In the past the Eskimos of tre 
Territories largely have depended 1-p- 
om the caribou herds for winter pro- 
visions, The caribou, however, has 
the habit of migrating to new feeding 
grounds, and sometimes this practice 
brings great hardship on the natives. 
The reindeer’ ig more stable ,is easily 
domesticated, and is expected to take 
kindly to the atmosphere and env:ro2- 
ment of Northern Canada,

Canada Stabilizes 
Funds for Exports! 


OTTAWA, Canada.—Under author- 
ity of an act of Parliament the Can- 
adian Government has made effect- 
ive a plan known as the Agricuitura! 
Stabilization Fund, .the effect of 
which is that exporters to the United 
Kingdom of certain agriculural prod- 
ucts receive a bonus from the public 
treasury to the extent of part of the 
discount on the pound sterling, 

For the purpose of this plan the 
pound is stabilized at $4.60. Thus if 
an exporter makes a shipment and 
receives in return say One hundred 
pounds sterling quoted at, for instance | 
$4.30, he will receive from the Govern- 


ment of Canada a premium of 30 
eents on each pound, The present 
price of the pound is shay that the 
scheme will be inexpensive, but -un- 


der other circumstances the cost uw 


the Dominion would be high. 


The commodities covered by the 
cperation of the fund are cattle, 
meats, poultry, fresh fish, canneo 


fish, tobacco, cheese, milk products, 
canned fruits and vegetables, maple} 
products, eggs and honey. Except! 
for cattle, poultry and meats the ap-/ 
proved commodities must have been, 
in their primary form, the product of 
the 1933 crop or season. Only com- 
modities prepared or produced in 
Canada are eligible. 

The act applies only to goods cleared 
for export by March 31, 1934. It is 
being administered by the Depart- 
ment of Finance.

fraud farmers for a syndicate of 

smart grafters. Percentage basis.

The catch lay in the innocuous word 
“rail’’ In this particular graft the 
word. always appears. In the past 
year the Detroit Association of Com- 
merce sent “keyed’’ replies to severai 
hundred such advert: ents and un- 
earthed 48 distinct syndicates of crim- 
inals engaged in the so-called “rail 
rackets,” more than half.of them in 
rural regions, says Karl Detzer, writ- 
ing in The Country Home. 

Take one for example: 

Representatives of the “Brother- 
hood of Railway Shop, Track and 
Officemen,” ' who previously had 
“worked” only the cities, descendeu 
last summer on farming communities 
in Nebraska, Missouri and Karisas, 
and spread the stéry that the “broth; 


erhood” was seeking a locality in! 


which to establish a fresh-air farm 
for undernourished children, They 
explained that 1,000 children would 
drink 1,000 quarts of milk a day, eat 
10,000 eggs a week, use all the vege- 
tables from nearby farms. © “You've 
an idea] spot here in this township,” 
these men told the farmers, “Just 
exactly what we need.” 

Touched by appeals for “kiddies 
who never saw a tree,” ag well as by 
the prospect of selling 1,000 quarts 
of milk a day, k arted farmers 
‘contributed $10 t tothe cause. 
In some places they staged baseball 
games, dances, field days and fairs, 
cleared hundreds of dollars, and turn- 
ed the money over to the qvetend 
“brotherhood.” . '

commission. It had been covered up 
by crooked bookkeeping, The investi- 
gators found that the “commission 
broker” graft probably costs farmers 
in the New York area more than $1,- 
000,000 a year, 


While extortion, hijacking and 
other city crimes have been spreading 
to the country, a one-time dishonored 
rural scourge has been putting on 
modern airs. Hen-coop raiding, long 
the bane of the farmer’s existence, has 
been taken over by organized gyndi- 
cates of racketeers. They have arm- 
ed gunmen, general managers and 
regular distribution channels, 

In Massachusetts, poultry thefts be- 
came so serious that the state police 
established nightly “chicken patrols.” 
Reports of the Pennsylvania, Michi- 
gan, New York and Maryland state 

police show a decided increase in this 
crime im the past year, and, in addi- 
tion, state that hogs and calves have 


been collected in the same manner.’ 


In Pennsylvania it is charged that 
organized groups have this business 
so centralized that the same night 
they raid, they. butcher at some near- 
by point and haul the meat away by 
the carload. 


"As the average produce dealer does 
not know whose poultry he is seen: 
the modern chicken thief is to 
deal with honest commission \mer- 
chants. The way to halt this crime 
is by legislation requiring produce 
dealers to purchase only from certi- 
fied owners.

The Michigan state detective bur- 
eau is warning the American coun- 
tryside of another group of racketeers

and West Virginia. Posing as spe- 
cialists from the state university— 
they call upon elderly, well-to-do tae 
mers whose sight is failing. They offer 
“free examinations” and are shocked 
to discover that their victim is suffer- 
ing from cataract. However, for two 
or three hundred dollars they will. re- 
move it. Dressed in white surgical 
aprons, they “operate without resort- 
ing to the knife.” They squirt a hetre 
water into the eye, manipulate the 
eyelid, and off comes the cataract, 
which in reality is only a piece of the 
inner skin of a'soft<boiled egg or @ 
fish scale, which has been concealed 
in the sharper’s palm. 

It is only q short step from this 
“painless” form of plunder to gang 
violence, and it is not uncommon for 
a criminal who engages in one to try 
the other, And the rural regions, long 
spared gang tactics, in the past two 
years have become a happy hunting 
ground for city hoodlums. Thieves, 
bandits, swindlers, yeggmen, black- 
mailers and kidnappers have swarm- 
ed to the quict countryside, and when 
rural sheriffs begin to take dirt money 
it’s time for the farmer to stop, look 
and listen. Im a recent trial in the 
Chicago federal courts evidence show- 
ed that, with one exception, every 
county sheriff. between Chicago and 
certain Iowa cities had been ‘reached’ 
by the gangs. No section of rural 
America is entirely immune, but 
seriously affected

“WASN'T TOO FUNNY” |

Tranum, parachutist, set up a new 
world’s record for a “delayed drop” 
by falling more than three miles and| 
a quarter before ‘opening his para- 
chute. 

The previous record was held by 
| “Bud” Manning, who recently made 
|a delayed drop of just over two and 
three-quarter miles in the United 
| States. 

John Tranum dived from a height | 
of 20,250 feet and fell 17,250 feet be- | 
fore opening his parachute.

In describing his experience Tranum | 
said: “For 5,000 feet I-rolled over and 
unable to control my move- 
ments, 

“My eyes were glued to my stop- 
watch all this time, and before I ae-} 
cided it was time to pull my ripcord 
to release the parachute I managed 
by the use of my feet to steady my- 
self—I really used them like the ele- 
vator controls of an aeroplane—and

As soon as his parachute opened, 
the observers, with synchronized 
watches to time his descent, saw him 
float at an ever-increasing speed to- 
wards the earth, and he finally land- 
ed in a wood two and a half miles 
from the aerodrome.

LONDON.—When the Prince of 
Wales recently called on Britain to 


‘| abolish slums and replace them with 


“houses worthy of the dignity of our 
‘race,” he wag.speaking pot merely as 
the heir to the throne but as one of 
the most important and most active 
landlords in the counry. 

In'a few weeks’ time a block of 
working-class flats on the prince’s 
Kennington, §.E. estate will be ready 
for occupation. It lies at the corner 
of Sancroft St. and Newburn S8t,, not 
many yards west of Kennington Rd. 

There are 97 flats in the block of 
buildings ,which is one of the most 
handsome in South London. From 
whatever angle it is seen, this fine 
piece of architecture gives an impres- 
sion of dignity and ampliture, The 
bricks are of fine quality and there 
are more variety and quality of de- 
sign in its windows, its balconiés, and 
roofs than in many of the new build- 
ings in the west end.

We refer to his head-hiding 
proclivities because we wish to point 
out that there are, in the human fam- 
ily, @ large number who display this 
Ostrich-like attitude of refusing to 
look at conditions ag they exist. 

It is surprising how many’ people 
there are who, although they ‘eel that, 
there is something wrong with them, 
they refuse to go to their doctor for 
ffear he will tell them that they have 
the. very dipease which they particu- 
darly dread. They seem to believe 
that as long ag they have not beou 
told the truth, they can retain some 
hope that the danger will somehow 
pass them by. In other words, they 
try to escape the danger of disease 
by refusing to see it or to be informed 
of its presence, 

Such an attitude is to be cohdemn- 
ed. It leads to much unnecessary 
worry because, in many cases, there 
is no (basis for the fear, and finally 
when ,as the result of a medical ex- 
amination, this is known, a load of 
worry is lifted which might have been 
got rid of long: before, 

The most serious and unfortunate 
result, however, is that this refusal 
to learn the truth may allow disease 
to progress to such a point that it is 
difficult or impossible to cure. , It is 


during the early stages of disease that 
proper treatment has the most to 


offer in the way of cure or in the pre- 
vention of more serious developments. 

No one wishes to have cancer,.tu- 
berculosis or any other disease, but 
if a person has unfortunately fallen a 
victim to disease, the sooner he is 
aware of the fact and the sooner he 
secures adequate treatment, the bet- 
ter it is for him, We ‘cannot’ avoid 
the unpleasant things of life by acting 
as if they did not exist. We cannot 
banish disease by ignoring its pres- 
ence. ‘ 

We progress because we are intelli- 
gent. We succeed in our war on dis- 
ease by using our intelligence which 
allows us to consider the facts and to 
act accordingly. When our actions 
are like those ofan ostrich, we simply 
descend to the animal level and fail 
to use our intelligence to guide us.

Records Show Perils of 


TORONTO.—An analysis of 23,38 


‘accidents which occurred on Ontario 


highways between September 1, 1930, 
and May 30, 1938—in the course of 
which 1,369 persons were killed and 
20,956 were injured—stiows that acci- 
dents in which pedestrians were in- 
volved accounted for 31.5 per cent of 
the total and 44.3 per cent of the 
whole number of fatalities. 

The figures cover cities and towns 
as well as rural roads, It is shown in 
a survey made by the motor vehicles 
branch of the Ontario Highways De- 
paftment that few accidents: oc- 
curred at intersections protected by 
automatic light signals, and that pe- 
destrians who crossed the streets at 
intersections enjoyed a high degree 
of immunity unless they crossed di- 
agonally, 

‘The report emphasizes throvighout 
the. perils of pedestrianism, particu- 
larly on rural highways where speeds 
are high. More than 72 per cent of 
the 607 pedestrians killed in the period 
reviewed were males, f 

From the melancholy chapter the 
department draws two morals: watch 
your step in crossing streets and, if 
you must walk on rural highways, 
walk in the direction of oncoming 
traffic.

With a good supply of moisture dur- 
ing the spring months, and a certain 
amount of resemve in the soil, the 
wheat crop generally has been mak- 
ing good progress, showing fine, even 
stand and rapid, healthy growth, and 
conditions have been considered very 
favorable in spite of the lateness of 
the spring season. The grain, espe- 
cially on summerfallow, has ‘been 
Standing up well under hot, dry con- 
ditions, but within the past week over 
a considerable section of the south 
the crops havé shown some signs of 
suffering, and in nearly all districts 
of the province at this stage rain 
would be welcome. Rather unfortu- 
nately the jJateness of the spring sea- 
Son forced a Considerable amount of 
crop in on stubble land, and thig crop 
is the first to show signs of suffering. 

In the central and northern regions 
while the weather has also been very 
warm, there has been some ‘further 
rain, and general conditions are 
quite favorable; although reports in- 
dicaté that further moisture will be 
heeded if the present weather con- 
tinues. 

The spell of hot weather was pre- 
ceded iby a week of low temperature 
in the central and northern diatricts, 
and in a number of localities frost 
was recorded of from four to eight 
degrees, damaging chiefly garden 
stuff, 

Grasshopper Situation 

The grasshopper situation has de- 
veloped rather seriously in certain 
parts of Southern Alberta, and the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture 
is intensifying its poisoning cam- 
paign in these areas.

How To Identify It and What To Do 


Many a holiday has been maae 
wretched by contact with poison ivy, 
and to persons who cannot identify 
this noxious plant there is little com- 
fort in the caution to keep away from 
it or from people, clothing, tools or 
anything that has been touched by it. 
To begin with the leaves of the poison 
Ivy are arranged in threes after the 
manner of those of the strawberry, 
but unlike the strawberry leaves they 
are smooth and firm, sometimes lea- 
thery, with the edges dented here and 
there, or, in other words, sparingly 
coarse-toothed. In these respects they , 
are somewhat like the leaves of the 
(Virginia creeper, which are, however, 
borne in fives. Early in the summer 
ingonspicuoug clusters of small white 
flowers arise from the axils of the 
leaves, and are followed on some 
plants by round whitish fruits about 
the size of a pea. The fruits are 
fleshy at first but later become firm 
and dry, in which condition they may 
be seen all through the following 
winter, ‘ 


Generally, the plant is of low bushy tf 


growth, but sometimes it is found 
trailing in the leaf mould, Occasion- 
ally it climbs fences, and at other

For some years’ a test was under 
way at the dominion experimental 
farm, Indian Head, Saskatchewan, 
where some information covering 
these points was obtained. The crop- 
ping system used wag summerfallow 
or a substitute in the first year, fol- 
lowed by wheat in the second and 
oats in the third. Two sorts of sweer 
clover were included. One, the bi- 
ennial white blossomed variety named 
Arctic was sown with the oats the 
year preceding the gummerfallow. 
The second, an annual variety namea 
Hubam was sown in the spring of 
the summerfallow year. The millet 
was the well known Siberian variety 
of the Foxtail type. These were 
sown in two-row groups, the groups 
being 36 inches apart. 


For the period of the test the av- 
erage yield obtained were for Arctic 
sweet clover 1.4, Hubam 1.1 and mil- 
let 1.5 tons to the acre. The wheat 
yields were, after summerfallow 38,0, 
after Arctic 30.5, after Hubam 32,1 
and after Millet 34.9 bushels to the 
acre, In the third year following the 
wheat, the oats yielded 75.5 bushels 
to the acre on the land which was 
summerfallowed, 60.4 where the Arc- 
tic was grown, 51.6 on the land which 
grew the Hubam and 60.2 where the 
millet grew.
